I de- 
sire to  relate  an  interesting  discovery  in  this  category. 

It  is  the  quite  rate  $100.00,  1934C,  Star  Mule,  F00057872*  with  back 
plate  76.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  this  back  plate  could 
have  been  in  use  at  that  late  date  , for  those  flat  plates  did  not 
wear  that  well/  The  reverse  check  letter  is  H,  and  the  lower  right 
check  letter  and  plate  no.  read  H15*  According  to  my  research,  this 
is  the  First  1934C,  District  6,  $100.,  Star  Mule  observed  and  reported. 
The  condition  is . Ve-ry  Fine  Plus.

In  the  November-December  issue  I advised  the  membership  of  a few 
problems  some  members  are  having  in  return  of  notes  they  have  sent  to 
other  members.  I asked  for  any  comments  anyone  may  have  on  how  to 
resolve  the  problems.  As  of  January  19,  1976,  I have  heard  from  only 
one  member,  along  with  those  who  have  notes  coming  from  a member  on 
the  exchange  list. 

I took  on  this  job  in  hopes  all  of  us  could  have'  a source  of  current 
FRN's, .also  make  new  friends  with  the  same  interest,  but  I can  not  be 
responsible  for  actions  of  others.  I have  been  asked,  where  is  the 
burden  of  responsibility,  with  the  sender  or  with  a member  seeking  a 
trade.  After  much  thought,  I feel  the  burden  lays  with  the  sender 
as  follows.  1.  Members  responsibility  to  have  proof,  notes  arrived 
to  a member  on  the  Exchange  List.  2.  Member  on  the  list  must  prove 
notes  were  returned  to  the  member  seeking  trade,  If  there  are  those 
along  the  way  that  would  profit  from  others,  burden  would  then  rest 
with  the  Postal  Service.  What  I am  trying  to  say,  we  all  have  to 
protect  ourselves  when  sending  our  o wn  money  through  the  mail.  How 
each  does  his  thing  is ‘his  or  her  choice,  but  please  protect  yourself 
while  using  the  US  mails.  Always  see  that  you  have  return  address  on 
all  your  mail,  errors  will  happen  as  long  as  we  have  human  element 
involved. 

I personally  think  the  Postal  Service  does  try  and  Q3  the  job  we 
demand  of  it,  it  may  not  be  the  best  way  to  exchange  currency  between 
two  parties,  but  until  something  better  comes  along  we  will  have  to 
live  with  it.  We  may  not  like  it  at  times,  but  for  now  we  have  to 
love  it  or  leave  it.

New  Business  - N.  P.  Aspen  reported  that  the  bank’s  auditorium  had 
been  again  selected  as  the  meeting  site  for  1976  and  that  the  meeting 
each  month  will  remain  the  fourth  Thursday  with  the  exception  of 
November,  which  will  be  the  third  Thursday  due  to  Thanksgiving.

ISRAEL  ANNOUNCES  LIRA  DEVALUATION. 


Israel  officially  but  quietly  announced  a two  per  cent  devaluation  of 
the  Israel  Pound  (lira)  from  six(6)  to  the  U.S.  dollar  to  6.2.  The 
decrease  actually  took  place  in  June  1975,  causing  the  Israeli  pound 
to  drop  from  $0.1667  to  $0.1613* 

Due  to  the  international  embargo  on  Israeli  products  and  the  worsen- 
ing foreign  exchange  position,  it  is  expected  that  Israel  will  be 
forced  to  continue  the  (2)  two  per  cent  devaluation  monthly. 

The  face  value  of  Israeli  coins  and  currency  held  by  numismatic  col- 
lectors has  eroded  by  approximately  43  per  cent  since  1969,  although 
the  collector  value  of  many  of  the  coins  and  CU  currency  has  increas 
ed  greatly,  also  circulated  coins  and  currency. 

Here  is  a table  indicating  the  history  of  the  devaluation  the  State 

of  Israel  has  had  to  suffer.

PAPER  PARTICULARS  FROM  PORTAGE 

Why  do  we  have  a Series  197*1  being  printed  right  now?  I asked  that 
question  in  an  open  letter  published  in  the  July-August  Rag  Picker 
and  had  zero  response.  It  appears  that  either  nobody  knows  or  else 
nobody  cares. 

I can  now  report  why  we  do  have  a Series  197*1 , thanks  to  a front  page 
article  in  the  November  15th.  issue  of  Numismatic  Nev/s.It  seems  that 
new  procedures  were  established  just  before  the  Series  197*1  Notes  with 
Simon  and  Neff  signatures  were  printed.  The  length  of  the  197*1  Series 
will  depend  on  the  tenure  of  Simon  and  Neff.  As  neither  were  replaced 
during  197*1*  there  will  never  be  a series  197*JA.  Now-  the  next  Series 
will  be  the  same  as  the  year  in  which  the  replacement  takes  place. 

In  other  words,  for  there  to  be  a Series  19xxA  one  or  both  of  the 
officials  would  have  to  be  replaced  during  the  same  year  that  any  new 
series  was  started. 

So  it  appears  that  series  suffixs  are  a thing  of  the  past,  unless  we  ’ 
have  high  turnovers  in  those  offices. 

Another  item  I would  like  to  mention  involves  the  $1.  Series  1969B 
Is* s.  It  is  interesting  that  they  are  being  found  in  Series  197*1 
Notes,  but  even  more  interesting  is  that  I don’t  know  of  anyone  with 
a 1969B  I®  with  a Serial  Number  of  less  than  102560 , 000* . If  anyone 
has  any,  or  has  seen  any,  I’d  like  to  know. 

I believe  that  the  1969B  I*  is  a unique  series,  in  that  when  all 
eleven  other  Districts  reset  to  zero  for  the  new  1969B  Series  regulars 
and  stars,  Minneapolis  stars  were  not  reset  to  zero.  To  prove  me  ' 
wrong,  just  inform-  me  of  any  I969B  I * ’ s between'  100,000,001“  and 
102,560,000  that  you  know  about. 

I have  not  seen  any  197*1  Star  Notes  yet  from  the  "G"  District  and  we 
are  well  into  the  GB’s:,  November  1*1,  1975-  About  85$  of 'the  197*1 
GA’s  were  CONVENTIONAL  printings  and  in  these,  I found  only  1969D  G*’s 
(and  few  of  them).  It  appears  the  GB’s  are  mostly  COPES, so  finding 
Stars  will  be  more  difficult  now. 

Where  are  the  $1  FRN  197*1  Chicago  Star  Notes?  They  are  out,  as  I have 
three  circulated  ones:  A G003/'::*>  a G006/*  and  a G009/*/  However,  I 
am  still  only  finding  1969D  G*::,s  in  the  197*1  GB  Notes.  Of  the  approx- 
imate $2500.00  of  $1  197*1  GB’s  looked  thru,  only  12  1969D  Star  notes 

were  found,  and  10  of  these  were  close  together.  Examples  recently 
found:  1969D  G037/'::'’s  in  197*1  G66/B’s  (Conv)  and  1969D  G050/«’s  in 
197*1  G06/B’s  (COPE).  The  stars  were  in  the  COPE  notes,  because  of  an 
extremely  close  cut  on  the  right  end  of  the  notes.

During  October,  1975,  I located  my  first  RADAR  Note  in  a bank  pack,  a 
1974  G96599569A.  and  in  my  excitement,  didn’t  even  think  of  saving 
another  note  also  contained  inthe  notes  I’d  gotten  from  the  bank.  I 
over  looked  the  equally  difficult  4 digit  repeater  note:  G96599659A, 
only  90  notes  away.  I discovered  this  while  looking  at  the  Radar  note 
weeks  after  I’d  turned  in  all  the  extra  notes.  I was  somewhat  upset 
with  myself  as  I knew  it  was  long  gone  by  now.  During  my  Christmas 
vacation,  in  search  of  the  elusive  1974  G'“’s,  I happened  to  buy  up 
all  the  new  notes  a branch  bank  had  (only  201)  and  there  was  my 
G 96599659A  repeater  I’d  passed  up  3 months  earlier!

I know  I’d 
like  to  read  about  other  people’s  success  and  frustrations  while 
Ragpicking.
